Linseed Meal Prices Relatively Firm. 

Linseed meal prices are averaging only 
slightly lower than a year ago in spite of 
unusually heavy production during recent 
months and the competition of other high 
protein feeds which are relatively cheaper, 
reports the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

Prices of linseed meal in eastern markets 
at the middle of November average about 
$2 a ton lower than a year ago, reflecting 
in part the slackened export inquiry. Quo- 
tations in central western markets, how- 
ever, are about $1 a ton higher than at this 
time last year. 

Export demand has been somewhat re- 
stricted by the comparatively high prices 
and high ocean freight rates but domestic 
buying has been active and trade reports in- 
dicate that offerings have been well absorb- 
ed even though good fall pasturage has cur- 
tailed the demand for most feedstuffs. 

Around 165,000 tons of linseed meal were 
produced in the United States for the three 
months July, August and September, it is 
estimated from Census figures of flaxseed 
crushings and linseed oil production. This 
compares with about 130,000 tons for the 
same period last year and 125,000 tons two 
years ago. This output is also much larger 


than that of 130,000 tons for April, May and 
June this year.

Working for Steady Market. 

Denver is trying to solve the problem of 
reducing her wedge like cattle receipts, 
bulk of which arrive on Monday and tape 
down toward the end of the week, to that 
point where the receipts will float in on@ 
more even keel throughout the week. A 
cessful conclusion should reflect a mor 
steady market. 
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The junior feeding contest at the International is fast becom- 
ing one of the really important features of this magnanimous edu- 
cational institution. Heretofore it has been the policy of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal to mention only the Aberdeen-Angus di- 
vision and the successful contestants therein. This year however 
there is to be a slight deviation from that rule, for two reasons 
chiefly. First of all there was such a smattering of black cattle 
appearing in the non-Aberdeen-Angus classes that it was difficult 
to ascertain from the high up perch at the ringside just what the 
ancestors of some of the entrants might have been. Secondly mere- 
ly because it will be something new for a breed paper to recognize 
its contemporaries, at least publicly. 

There were a lot of really outstanding calves all along the line, 
regardless of color. Professor Blizzard, of Oklahoma did a very 
clever piece of judging, and his decisions seemed to meet with 
hearty approval on all sides. There were two classes in each breed 
and the senior classes will be presented first. In the Shorthorn 
section there were sixteen head shown and the judge directed the 
ribbons to be placed in this order:

Both cottonseed meal and linseed-oil meal 
are high in protein and both have been used 
by successful feeders to supplement rations 
for fattening cattle. The addition of either 
of these supplements to corn-belt rations 
usually increases the rate of gain and re- 
duces the amount of grain required to pro- 
duce one hundred pounds of gain. 

The present relatively low cost of cotton- 
seed meal is causing many feeders to in- 
quire as to the efficiency of this supplement 
as compared with linseed-oil meal in rations 
for fattening cattle. The Missouri College 
of Agriculture has just completed a study 
of the results of feeding trials conducted at 
all of the experiment stations prior to 1926 
in which cottonseed meal and _linseed-oil 
meal were compared. This study covers 32 
trials at the Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Pennsylvania stations in which 
629 cattle were fed. The animals in each 
trial were uniform in quality and weight 
and the rations differed only in the supple- 
ments fed. 

In 23 of the 29 trials where cottonseed 
meal and linseed-oil meal were compared 
the cattle receiving linseed-oil meal made a 
larger daily gain. In two trials where cold- 
pressed cottonseed cake was compared with 
linseed-oil meal the lot fed linseed-oil meal 
made a larger gain daily. 

It is not possible to say that either linseed 
or cottonseed meal is always advisable but 
the following data throw some light on the 
— under which each may be advis- 
able. 

Three trials were conducted in which 2- 
year-old steers were fed shelled corn, corn 
silage, legume hay, and supplement. The 
steers weighed about 1,000 pounds when 
started on feed and were fed for 120 to 133 
days. An average of the three trials shows 
that the steers fed linseed-oil meal gained 
6.6% faster than similar steers receiving 
cottonseed meal. However, in one of the 
trials the steers fed cottonseed meal gained 
0.27 pounds per head daily more than the 
lot fed linseed-oil meal. The feed consump- 
tion was practically the same in both lots. 
but the steers receiving linseed-oil meal 
made more efficient use of their feed. 

Linseed-oil meal was a more efficient sup- 
plement to a ration of corn silage and le- 
gume hay than cottonseed meal for fatten- 
ing 2-year-old steers at the Missouri Sta- 
tion. The steers averaged about 925 pounds 
and were fed 130 days. In one trial the 
steers receiving linseed-oil meal gained 0.41 
pounds more per head daily than similar 
steers fed cottonseed meal, while in the oth- 
er trial both lots made practically the same 
gain. An average of the two trials shows 
that the lots receiving linseed-oil meal made 
a 9.9% faster gain. 

There was practically no difference in the 
efficiency of these supplements when fed in 
conjunction with a basal ration of corn si- 
lage and corn stover to 2-year-old steers at 
the Pennsylvania Station. The steers aver- 
aged about 880 pounds when started on feed 
and were fed 140 days. In the first two 
trials the steers receiving linseed-oil meal 
made slightly greater daily gains. In these 


two trials more linseed-oil meal was fed as 
the amounts of supplements were based on 


their protein content. Equal amounts of 
supplements were fed in the other trial, and 
in this case the steers receiving cottonseed 
meal gained 0.20 pounds per head daily 
more than those fed linseed-oil meal. An 
average of the three years’ work shows the 
gains in both lots to be identical. 

In commenting on the results of the three 
years’ work Tomhave and Bently report, 
“There is very little choice between cotton- 
seed meal and linseed-oil meal as protein 
supplements in the fattening ration.” 

Linseed-oil meal produced a larger daily 
gain than cottonseed meal when fed with 
corn silage, corn stover, and shelled corn 
during the latter part of the feeding period 
to 2-year-old steers. Two trials were con- 
ducted at the Pennsylvania Station ‘in 
which steers that averaged 925 pounds were 
fed for 140 days. Corn was added to the 
ration during the last 69 days of the period. 
An average of the two trials shows that the 
steers receiving linseed-oil meal gained 
12.5% faster and showed more finish than 
those fed cottonseed meal. The extra finish 
increased the average sale value $0.37 a cwt. 

Yearlings at the Nebraska Station fed 
linseed-oil meal with a basal ration of corn 
and prairie hay made 9.483% faster gain 
than similar cattle receiving the same basal 
ration supplemented with cold-pressed cot- 
tonseed cake. The lot receiving linseed-oil 
meal also made more efficient use of their 
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feed; 50 pounds more of ¢

Mountain Pastures 


Will Leave Them Out All Winter 


Down in the very southeastern corner of 
Larimer county, Colorado, is the beautiful 
little city of Berthoud, perhaps fifty miles 
almost due north of Denver and within sight 
of the Front Ranges of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, Roy V. Welty has a fine valley farm 
upon which he maintains a splendid herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Back in the moun- 
tains is another ranch on which he runs an- 
other herd of pure bred Doddies. 

There has been more or less contention 
on the part of some old time cowmen that 
the Aberdeen-Angus was good only for the 
feedlot. where he would without question 
outdo his brother no matter what color that 
brother might be. The supporters of the 
breed have argued to the contrary, stead- 
fastly maintaining that the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed was able to give an equally good 
account of itself on the range and in the 
highland pastures. As a testimony to this 
contention a letter dated November 14th 
and intended as an invitation to visit the 
Denver show unconsciously gives Mr. Wel- 
ty’s experience along this line. Herein is 
revealed the secret that the cattle left to 
shift for themselves in the mountain fast- 
nesses are in fact in better condition than 
those retained on the valley farm at home. 

“Roy” says: 

“We are having a fine fall, have only had 


one storm so far and it did not last long. 
We have the cattle still in the mountains 
and expect to keep them there all winter as 
we had a bountiful hay crop up there this 
summer and have plenty of winter feed. | 
have 40 head of pure bred cows and heifers 
and 15 bull calves here at home. They look 
well; but really I believe the cattle in the 
mountains are in better shape generally 
— those which have run here in the val- 
ey. 

“T went back to Nebraska this fall and 
bought the Lumadue and Williams calves, 
38 head, and my neighbor Mr. Roy Peter- 
son went with me and bought 5 head of cows 
for a foundation herd. He has pasture for 
about twenty head and expects to add to 
these five head until he has his herd to that 
number. He bought an Enchantress Erica, 
a Pride, a Queen Mother, a Blackbird ani 
a Dutchess. They are doing fine and he's 
more than pleased with them. 

“We are trying to get enough cattle to- 
gether for the Denver sale; but Colorado's 
pretty well stripped of Aberdeen-Angus 
right at present owing to the shipment to 
S.A

you can arrange to come out and visit me. 
Will take you to the ranch and show yol 
what the blacks wiil do in the hills in th 
winter.” 
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Cooking

e is a goodly supply of corn-fed beef 
scpeclient quality on the market. This is 
. od news for those who enjoy—and who 
foes not, a juicy, tender steak or roast. 
There is ‘nothing more palatable and tempt- 
-,o to the appetite than the natural flavor 
 g roperly cooked beef. With beef of the 
sails obtainable at present, the housewife 
pte not need to bother about sauces and 
making fancy dishes to enhance the flavor 
of the meat. She can depend upon proper 
cooking methods to develop the natural 
flavor. - 

Roasting, broiling and panbroiling are the 
quick methods of cooking by dry heat. The 
cuts cooked by this method are the tender 
cuts such as the porterhouse, the sirloin, 
and the ribs. Boiling, braising, and stew- 
ing are the long, slow methods of cooking 
by moist heat, and the cuts cooked in these 
ways are the less-tender cuts, such as the 
flank, the brisket, and the chuck. 

Roasting. The cuts best adapted for 
roasting are the ribs, the tip or middle of 
the sirloin and the rump. A piece of meat 
for roasting should be as compact as possl- 
ble; this may mean removing bones and 
with them some flavor. A boneless roast 
is easier to carve; the choice lies with the 
housewife whether she is willing to sacri- 
fice flavor to ease in serving. A roast from 
which the bones are removed must be tied 
or skewered into shape. 

Rub the meat with salt and pepper— 
about 1% to 1 teaspoon of salt and a dash 
of pepper for each pound of meat. Lay the 
roast in a pan, skin side down; dredge the 
meat and the pan with flour. Set in a hot 
oven so that the surface may be quickly 
seared to prevent the escape of the juices 
and a loss of flavor. After the meat is 
well browned, which will take about ten 
minutes, the heat may be reduced and the 
cooking continued at a lower temperature 
until the roast is done. : 

If a double roaster is used, the cover is 
not put on until the meat is seared. The 
question often arises as to which is the best 
utensil for roasting, a covered or an un- 
covered pan. Experiments have shown that, 
so far as the results obtained, the one is as 
good as the other. If a double roaster. is 
used, it is not necessary to baste the meat, 
while if the uncovered pan is used the roast 
should be basted every fifteen or twenty 
minutes. For basting use a little hot water 
at first, then the liquid in the pan. 

When the roast is half done, it should be 
turned so that the cooking may be even. 
The time required for roasting depends up- 
on the size of the roast and the degree to 
which one likes it cooked. A roast up to 8 
pounds in weight will require 8 to 10 min- 
utes per round plus the initial searing per- 
iod of 10 minutes. A roast from 8 to 1% 
pounds in weight will require 12 to 15 min- 
utes per pound plus a 12-minute searing 
period, and a roast over 12 pounds will take 
15 to 18 minutes per pound plus 15 min- 
utes for browning. The lesser time is al- 
lowed when the roast is liked rare. The

smaller the roast, the hotter should be the 
fire. Experiments in roasting have been 
carried in which the initial high tempera- 
ture is continued throughout the entire 
cooking process and_ satisfactory results 
have been obtained. Of course, the time of 
cooking was lowered considerably. 

Broiling. The best cuts for broiling are 
porterhouse, sirloin, cross-cut of rump 
steaks, and the second and third cuts from 
the top of the round. Chopped meat in the 
form of cakes or patties may also be broil- 
ed. Steak should be an even thickness and 
at least one inch thick. It may be an inch 
and a haif or two inches thick. 

Wipe with a cloth wrung out of cold wat- 
er. Trim off superfluous fat and use some 
of it to grease the wires of the broiler well 
so that the meat will not stick. A steak 
may be broiled in a wire broiler, held over 
a clear flame. If broiled in this way, the 
steak should be turned every ten seconds 
until it is well seared on both sides. Then 
the steak is cooked without turning until 
done on one side and then turned and cook- 
ed on the other. Usually steak is broiled in 
a gas or electric broiler. Where the stove 
is not equipped with a broiler, it may be 
simpler to cook a steak by panbroiling. In 
a gas or electric broiler, it is best to sear 
the steak first on one side and then on the 
other without turning. It is then cooked 
completely on one side before it is turned 
again. If a piece of meat is continually 
turned during broiling, it takes longer to 
cook and this dries the meat and impairs the 
flavor. The meat is ready to turn when 
the side away from the fire has a puffy ap- 
pearance and jets of steam escape from it. 
Do not test the meat by piercing as this al- 
lows the juices to escape, but judge by the

The American Royal sale was considered 
as a most successful event although it look- 
ed for a while like there might (not be a 
sale at all.

Those who attended the sale had 
to leave the building and go out and down 
the street to an old horse and mule stand 
which proved to be a delightful place for a 
sale after once it had been located. 

After the sale was finished it was dis- 
covered that a number of parties who wish- 
ed to attend the event had failed to locate 
the sales pavilion. Had the sale ring been 
adjacent to the arena so direction could 
easily have been given as to its whereabouts 
no doubt the cattle sold would have brought 
more money. As it was the average on the

appearance. Broiling a steak properly re- 
quires one’s full attention. 

The time required to broil a steak de- 
pends upon the thickness and whether one 
likes it rare or medium. It is better not to 
cook a steak until it has reached the degree 
known as “well-done,” because it will not 
be juicy. A steak one inch thick will re- 
quire 8 to 10 minutes; a steak one and one- 
half inches thick, 10 to 15 minutes; and one 
two inches thick will require 18 to 25 min- 
utes. 

Panbroiling. The method of cooking 
meat is a substitute for broiling and it is a 
good substitute. This is the method that 
the housewife must use who does not have 
a broiler oven and who does not want to 
use the wire broiler over a clear flame. Pan- 
broiling is a much better method than pan- 
frying which is cooking in fat. Panfrying 
or sauteing or what is more familiarly 
known as frying is not a good method of 
cooking meat. Unless the meat is very 
lean, it is never necessary to add fat for 
cooking and when fat is added it should be 
the fat of the meat being cooked. The dis- 
tinctive flavor of the meat is changed if the 
fat from another source is added. There is 
also the likelihood of adding too much fat. 

To panbroil properly, the pan must be 
just as hot as a hot fire can make jit. The 
pan should be twice the size of the steak. 
Let the steak stay on the hot pan for a few 
seconds until a brown crust is lightly form- 
ed. Then turn it to the other side of the hot 
pan. Turn every ten seconds. In turning, 
care should be taken not to pierce the meat. 
The constant turning in panbroiling has the 
effect of aerating the surface and gives 
more the result of broiler—broiling where a 
current of air circulates constantly. 

For the last half of the cooking period 
the temperature is reduced, either by lower- 
ing the flame, raising the pan, or placing 
the steak on a hot platter in the oven. This 
allows the heat to penetrate evenly to the 
center without drying out the juices through 
remaining too long in the pan. The time 
for cooking is the same as broiling.

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THE UNITED STATES 
AS A MEAT EXPORTER. 


“The first American meat exports,” says The Producer, “date 
from the middle of the seventeenth century, when the civil war be- 
tween Charles I and Cromwell paralyzed the English sea-going 
commerce, and New England farmers took advantage of the op- 
portunity to ship their barreled pork and beef to the planters of 
the West Indies, said a speaker at the convention of the National 
Foreign Trade Council at Charleston, South Carolina, last summer. 
By the close of the eighteenth century this trade had acquired con- 
siderable proportions. In 1790, records show that 6,000,000 pounds 
of pork products were exported from the United States. 

“During the twenty years preceding the American Civil War 
our foreign trade in live stock and meats grew rapidly. The period 
of the most important expansion, however, was from the Civil War 
until the end of the nineteenth century, when the western range- 
cattle industry was in swift development. At the same time the 
Corn Belt farmer intensified his corn production, with the conse- 
quent increase in hog numbers. The huge surplus of meats thus 
turned out found a ready market in Europe, where the rural popu- 
lation was more and more being drawn into the industrial centers, 
creating a food shortage. 

“Naturally the first exports were of cured meats. It was not 
until the advent of refrigerated railway cars and steamers, in the 
seventies of last century, that a beginning was made in the expor- 
tation of fresh meats. Ot first there existed a prejudice against 
refrigerated beef on the part of European consumers, but as that 
passed away, fresh-beef shipments increased by leaps and bounds. 
In 1900 they amounted to no less than 329,000,000 pounds, nearly 
all of which went to the United Kingdom. 

“Our own fast-growing population, especially that of the larg-

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DECLINE INDICATED IN CORN BELT 
CATTLE FEEDING FOR COMING WINTER. 


Cattle feeding in the corn belt during the coming winter ; 
predicted by the Department of Aesieadhens hs fall rene Pte 
of last year. Shipments of unfinished cattle into this territory dur. 
ing the first nine months of 1926 have shown a decrease from th 
1925 figures, while more have been shipped out. : 

_ Another indication of a shortage is indicated by prices, [In 
spite of the unsatisfactory results of feeding operations since early 
in the spring, and the much lower level of fat cattle prices com. 
pared with last year, stockers and feeders have averaged higher 
than a year ago. 

In some of the states west of the Missouri River—notably Ne- 
braska and Kansas—the corn crop has been very short. Even if 
ample supplies of unfinished cattle were available, says the de. 
partment, it is improbable that feeding elsewhere will be suffic- 
iently expanded to offset the decrease in these states. 

A few days drive through the country will all too soon reveal 
the fact that many a usually busy feed lot is idle this fall and win- 
ter. A strong desire on the part of corn belt farmers is uniformity 
in their feeding cattle and for that reason many a new herd of beef 
cows is being started. There are not any too many such breeding 
cows available, consequently cows of this type are being snapped 
up rapidly once their whereabouts is revealed. Breeders having a 
few head of good cows or heifers of breeding age for sale should 
loose no time just telling folks about them.

_The per capita beef consumption for the United States fluct- 
uatingly dwindled from 77.5 pounds in 1907 to 54.5 pounds in 1915. 
From this low point there has been a corresponding rise, although 
with less marked fluctuations, to 62.1 pounds for 1925. During 
this revival of beef consumption the years 1918 and 1920 are the 
only periods in which 63 pounds or better were reached. The latter 
year registering exactly 1 pound over the year 1925. 


Hog cholera in the corn belt during the early winter period 
has proved exceedingly discouraging at least in some localities. The 
manager for one Iowa rendering plant gave it as his opinion that 
fully 20 per cent of the hogs in his county had come to his plant. 
Vaccination should not be slighted.

In Aberdeen-Angus Feeders at the Royal 


The Kansas City Drovers Telegram of 
November 17th makes the astounding asser- 
tion that “one of the phenomenal teatures 
of the show (the 1926 American Royal) 
was an 800 per cent increase in Aberdeen- 
Angus feeding cattle exhibited. It surely 
did look good to the Journal representative 
to see so many loads of the Bonnie Blacks 
in this division and to note the ease with 
which they went out to “get their fill” at 
corn belt lunch counters. Possibly a_bit 
of real “kick” was taken out of this show 
by not allowing the exhibits to go to a 
grand championship load over all breeds. 
The Journal would suggest that such a 
contest be arranged for the 1927 show— let 
friendly rivalry in these inter-breed contests 
prevail throughout the great Southwest— 
it will do more to perfect type and confor- 
mation than could be accomplished through 
any other method over a period of years. _ 

Championship loads were permitted in 
each breed. After the 85 loads that had 
been on exhibition were sold a summary of 
the sale sheet disclosed the fact that the 
buyers had after all and in reality named 
an interbreed champion load when they fix- 
ed the selling price. For example the cham- 
pion Shorthorn load brought $8.80 per hun- 
dredweight; the champion load of Here- 
fords sold at $13.00 and will be distributed 
to the boys and girls of Atchinson county, 
Missouri, for club work. While the cham- 
pion load of Aberdeen-Angus attained the 
top price of $18.00 per hundred weight and 
will be placed in the J. Garret Tolan feed 
lots in Illinois. 

The first prize yearling Hereford load 
went to Kansas at $9.00 and the first prize 
Aberdeen-Angus yearling load also went to 
Mr. Tolan at $10.50 per hundred weight, 
with the first prize Shorthorn calves selling 
at $9.00 to go to Illinois. 


In the carlot fat cattle section of 15 head 
Aberdeen-Angus grain fed, calved before 
August 31, 1925, the awards were placed as 
follows: First, Carl Moss, Princeton, Mo.; 
second, Fred Wilcox, Princeton, Mo.; third 
to A. H. Schmidt, the Tarkio man, Kansas 
City, Mo.

John Ashton made a very fine report of 
this show in the Drover Telegram, which 
appeared under this caption “As an Expert 
Sees It.” The story follows and coming 
from an unbiased source will no doubt be 
appreciated by Journal readers. He says: 

“We marvel and wonder at the sight of 
those magnificent specimens of the breed- 
ers’ art as they parade around the great 
arena every night at the Royal to the wild 
skirl of the bagpipes and the rumbling of 
the drums. We admire their splendid forms, 
and think unconsciously with the poet that 
‘a thing of beauty is a joy forever!’ But it 
is seldom that the layman gives a thought 
to the real lesson which these lords of the 
bovine world teach us. It is a fact, howev- 
er, that in their case, to paraphrase Gray, 
‘the paths of glory lead but to—the butch- 
er’s block! For the shambles is the logical 
end of all these superbly corpulent repre- 
sentatives of the genus Bos which form the 
main attraction at the American Royal. 
They and their descendants on farm and 
ranch are destined to provide sustenance to 
the human race. But the chief mission of 
all these breeding animals is to beget ani- 
mals which will in their turn beget the 
countless stocker and feeder cattle roaming 
the ranch pastures of the great southwest 
or converting the corn crop of the Missis- 
sippi valley into edible concentrated food 
for man. 

The feeder and stocker trade of Kansas 
City has now assumed large proportions. As 
a matter of fact, this city is now first 
among the markets of the world in its stock- 
er and feeder industry, and it grows stead- 
ily and continually. It is this phase of the 
live stock industry of Kansas City that has 
done more than any other to promote the 
wealth and fame of this western metroplis. 


From 10 a. m. to 5 p. m. yesterday the 
writer was one of the interested gallery of 
men who followed the work of the judges 
in the carload feeder and fat classes out at 
the yards. The Texas contingent was 
strongest among the ranchmen who watch- 
ed the work of J. E. Maxwell of Kansas 
City, C. P. Newby of Plattsburg, and J. A. 
Schaum of Tarkio, as they worked labor- 
iously to find the best feeders and to place 
them in relative merit. It was a hard task, 
indeed. The Marfa ranchmen supplied most 
of the 26 loads in the yearling Hereford di- 
vision of feeders. Many times the judges 
went back to the pens to review the cattle 
that they had previously gone over in their 
efforts to make certain their appraisals. It 
was a splendid lot of yearlings and calves 
almost clear down the line in the Hereford 
groups. Some ranchmen had sent two loads 
in each class, of different weights, in an ef- 
fort to please the judges, no matter whether 
they wanted light or heavy cattle. After a 
gruelling time and repeated passing from 
one pen and aisle to another, George Jones 


of Alpine, Tex., was awarded first prize on 
his very uniform and well bred load of year- 
lings. Smith Bros. of Marfa came next with 
another great bunch of feeders hardly in- 
ferior to the winners. T. C. Mitchell of 
Marfa was third with a load that did credit 
to this firm, and W. A. Hunter of Hereford, 
Tex., was fourth with a load of good-haired 
yearlings that showed great constitution. 
All these loads were greatly admired. 

In Hereford feeder calves the story was 
almost a duplicate of the yearling division, 
so far as the exhibitors and relative merits 
were concerned. Once more the remarkable 
stock produced by George Jones could not 
be equalled and, to make no mistake in plac- 
ing the seal of approval on the type of feed- 
er cattle produced by this successful ranch- 
man, the red ribbon was also awarded to a 
second load from the Alpine ranch, thus 
making first and second honors in this class 
for Jones. And this signal success was 
clearly merited and was not begrudged by a 
single Texas competitor or neighbor—and 
there were many there—; all admitted the 
high quality of the Jones cattle. I under- 
stand that there is a splendid herd of cows 
to be seen on the Jones ranch, and the re- 
markable uniformity of their feeders proved 
the quality of the bulls used. In answer 
to my inquiries I was told that Fulscher and 
Kepler bulls of the Prince Domino strain 
had sired the calves and yearlings from 
this ranch—or at least most of them. The 
calves were really superb, and the best of 
them, which averaged a little lighter than 
the load placed second, were eventually 
awarded the Hereford feeder championship. 
They would probably average about 525 Ibs. 
The two loads together as they left the 
ranch averaged 560 lbs. 

Smith Brothers again were close up and 
captured the third prize, and fourth went 
to Halsell of Amherst, Kans. 

In the Shorthorn division, yearlings, there 
were few entries. Fred O. Daniels of West- 
moreland, Kans., won first and second 
prizes. Only three loads were shown. The 
same breeder won first prize in the carloads 
of calves, but only two loads were shown. 
The yearling winners were awarded cham- 
pionship in the Shorthorn feeder division. 
They were calved in May and June, 1925, 
and were bred by Daniels, who has been 
breeding Shorthorns for 25 years. The 
champion load was dehorned. Mr. Daniels 
waits until fly time is over in the fall be- 
fore dehorning his cattle. 

In the Aberdeen-Angus carload lots of 
feeders we saw some very fine youngsters. 
Both judges and spectators were equally 
impressed with the high quality on display. 
J. E. Maxwell, who has bought thousands of 
cattle on the Kansas City market for his 
firm, was one of the judges, told the writer 
that they were the best collection of feeder 
Aberdeen-Angus yearlings and calves that 
he had seen at Kansas City in many years. 
Six loads of yearlings were headed by John- 
son Workman’s smooth lot of well bred 
youngsters. J. O. Hadley of Brady, Neb., 
was second on another splendid lot. Work- 
man had also the third load. The same 
breeder, who is from Russell, Kans., headed

The performance was duplicated when the 
Grand Champion carlot of vearing Angus 
bred and exhibited by John Hubly of Mason 
City, Ill., went over the block. 

Tom Cross, veteran buyer of Armour & 
Co., bought the winning carlot for $55 a 
hundred. The lot was purchased for the 
dining cars of the Pennsylvania railroad. 

This displaced the old record of $50 a 
hundred, which was paid for the grand 
champion carlot of Herefords in 1918. There

Only the tenderloins and ribs will be used 
on the Pennsylvania palace diners, during 
the holiday season. The remainder of the 
120,000 pounds, which was the sum total of 
the entire Pennsylvania purchase, will be 
cut by Armour & Co. as blue-ribbon beef.—

of thick-fleshed uniform load of cattle that 
were much admired. Dan D. Casement’s ex- 
cellent load were very little behind in ripe- 
ness, and Schmidt chipped in again with 
the third winners, little behind his other 
load in quality. The winners were later 
made champion of the Hereford fat car- 
loads. They were bred at the XI ranch at 
Plains, Kans., and bought by Mr. Schmidt 
at Maple Hill. The silver trophy awarded 
by the American Institute of Meat Packers 
was awarded to the breeders of this out- 
standing carload of whitefaces . 

There was only one entry of fat Hereford 
calves, but had there been more it would 
have been all the same, I fear.

He was seven months old and weighed 
605 Ibs. I named him Buster. I fed him 
cobmeal and alfalfa hay and oil meal. The 
amount 16 lbs. of cobmeal, two lbs. of oil- 
meal and all the alfalfa hay he cared for up 
iill April 24th, and then I started feeding 
him corn chop, 20 lbs., same amount of oil 
meal and hay. He had no pasture at all. 

[ did all the feeding, taming and caring 
of my calf myself. There were three days 
when I attended the 4-H encampment held 
at Camp Wood, Elmdale, Kansas, and then 
a few times when I was sick. I curried my 
calf every day and washed him once a week

through the summer. I kept a blanket on 
him the last three or four weeks before the 
fair. Ever so many came to see my calf 
and I would lead him out so he was used to 
people and gentle. I believe he was easily 
the gentlest calf at our fair out of 28 shown. 
I got first prize in Aberdeen-Angus class 
and then grand champion over all breeds. 
My first prize in the County was a trip to 
the American Royal Live Stock Show at 
Kansas City, Grand champion prize was a 
purple bow and ribbon from the County and 
a white gold wrist watch from the Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association, which is 
a little beauty and I appreciate it very 
much and am very proud of it. 

I took my calf to the State Fair at Topeka 
and he took third place, then on to Hutchin- 
son State Fair and he took third place 
again. I felt I did pretty well for the first 
time and considering we were without a 
County Agent for several months as Mr. 
McFadden was called away by the death 
of his parents in an auto accident. 

I sold my calf at Kansas City at calf club 
sale. He brought $14.50 and weighed 940 
Ibs., weighed 1010 lbs. when he left home. 
He made a good gain during the entire club 
year. My plans are to feed another black 
calf which I will tell you about next year.

ies swept the fifth annual Louisville 
Byes Show prize list again as Is the 
usual custom. In the five years of the show 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle have won the grand 
champion carload and the grand champion 
individual steer on four occasions. This 
year was no exception. In the junior agri- 
cultural club classes Aberdeen-Angus loads 
were first and second and in the individual 
class for the best steer from each carload 
the doddies were first and second. When 
it came to the grand champion carload and 
the grand champion steer the boys with the 
Aberdeen-Angus had easy sailing because 
the judges did not ponder long before they 
placed the purple ribbons on the backs of 
the Aberdeen-Angus. In the auction sale 
the day following the show the packer buy- 
ers who had made the awards in the various 
classes backed their judgment by paying 
higher prices for Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
than for any other breed. This state and 
the Louisville show are getting to be “Dod- 
die” strongholds and this breed is very pop- 
ular for club work or for the ‘farmer to put 
into the feed lots. 

The Garrard County baby beef club has 
made a wonderful record at this show. The 
grand champion carload of the show was 
awarded to this club for the third successive 
year and it is the fourth time in as many 
tries that they have had the first prize car- 
load of the junior club exhibits. Not only 
did this club win grand champion carload 
but also the grand champion individual 
steer, second prize carload and second prize 
individual. Under the direction of County 
Agent C. E. Houk, Garrard County has al- 
ways fed Aberdeen-Angus and every boy 


who went into the club was required to take 
the same breed. Having a large number of 
boys and girls feeding calves gave them an 
opportunity to select their best load from a 
large number of calves. This is a distinct 
advantage because they can pick for uni- 
formity of size as well as finish. 

The grand champion steer of the show 
was fed by Julian Price Bourne of Garrard 
County. The steer was produced in the Dixie 
Stock Farm herd, also in Garrard county, 
so it will be seen that this champion is dis- 
tinctly a product of the successful county. 
The calf was ten months old when he won 
the championship and weighed 860 pounds. 
He was purchased by the Brown Hotel of 
Louisville for $1.05 a pound and netted his 
owner $903 besides $213.19 in prize money 
he won while at the show. The calf was 
purchased by Young Bourne in May when 
he was about five months old, weighing 300 
pounds. He cost the boy $50 and his feed 
bill was $67.71. This is Bourne’s second 
year in the calf club work and he went 
home from the show determined to buy the 
best calf he could find to feed for next 
year’s club show. He has learned a great 
deal about feeding calves during the past 
two years and if he is successful in buying 
a good prospect he will likely be hard to 
beat next year. 

In addition to sweeping the club classes 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle stood well in the 
adult section. Bottorf Brothers of Kentucky 
exhibited the champion load of heavy cat- 
tle. They were Aberdeen-Angus weighing 
around 1325 pounds each and were very 
smooth. They sold the highest of any of 
the big cattle offered. 


Cottonseed and Linseed Meal. 
(Continued from page 4) 
were required to produce 100 pounds of 
gain on the lot fed cottonseed meal. 

An average of two trials in which 2-year- 
old steers averaging 900 pounds were fed 
corn and supplement on bluegrass for 210 
days shows that there was only a slight dif- 
ference in the rate of gain; the ones fed 
linseed-oil meal gained 0.03 pounds more 
per head daily. The lot receiving cotton- 
seed meal made a larger daily gain in one 
of the two trials. 

_ Yearling steers receiving linseed-oil meal 
in addition to corn while on bluegrass pas- 
ture made larger daily gains than similar 
steers receiving cottonseed meal in each or 
the five trials conducted at the Missouri 
Station. The rate of gain was from 2% to 
10% greater in favor of the lot receiving 
linseed-oil meal. 

_ The foregoing data show that in the ma- 
jority of trials steers receiving linseed-oil 
meal made larger daily gains although this 
has been by no means universally true. 

There is 4 considerable variation in the 
quality of linseed and cottonseed and espec- 
ially the latter.

Cooking Quality Beef. 
(Continued from page 5) 

Planked Steak. Planking is an attractive 
method of serving broiled or panbroiled 
steak. Use a steak one and one-half inches 
thick. Broil or panbroil not more than 10 
minutes as it should not be well done for 
the cooking is finished in the oven. Have 
ready a hot greased oak plank. Lay the 
steak on the plank and garnish with Duch- 
ess potatoes, which are made by beating to- 
gether 2 cups riced potatoes, 2 tablespoons 
of butter, % teaspoon of salt and 2 egg 
yolks beaten slightly. This is piped through 
a pastry tube around the steak in “roses” 
or any fancy shape. 

The steak is further garnished with any 
desired vegetables—such as small baked to- 
matoes, broiled mushrooms, boiled or baked 
onions, carrots cut in dice, green string 
beans, and green peas. These vegetables 
are arranged at intervals around the steak 
in any attractive way. Put plank in the ov- 
en until all are well heated, which will be 
about 10 minutes. Serve at once. 

Roast Beef with String Beans in Potato 
Cases. Select and cook the roast beef ac- 
cording to the method given above. Place 
the roast in the center of the platter. Force 
mashed potatoes through a pastry tube to 
form cases. Fill the cases with finely cut 
green string beans, well seasoned with salt, 
pepper and butter. The potato cases around 
the roast on the platter make a very at- 
tractive dish. 

The next article will take up the discus- 
sion of cooking methods applied to the less- 
tender cuts of beef.

On the Forward March. 

If the entries at the International increase 
in the next ten years as they have in the 
last ten it is hard to imagine what the In- 
ternational of 1936 will be like, says Sam 
Guard in his Stock Yards News on the open- 
ing day of the 1926 International. The rec- 
ord breaking number of entries this year is 
a supreme testimonial to the live stock in- 
dustry and a source of extreme gratifica- 
tion to the International management. The 
number of individual entries is far ahead of 
any previous year, and together with the 
carlot entries establish a new peak. 


Cattle lead in the individual classes, furn- 
ishing 1,959 head out of a total of 4,845 en- 
tries, with sheep ranking next with 1,275, 
swine 1,163 and horses 448. This is an in- 
crease of around 500 over last year’s total. 

In the cattle division Herefords list 557, 
Shorthorns 406, Aberdeen-Angus 376, milk- 
ing Shorthorns 150, Red Polls 125, Polled 
Shorthorns 115, Galloways 40, and grade 
and cross-bred steers 190. 

Among the sheep, Shropshires stand at 
the head with 192 entries. The list includes 
162 Southdowns, 159 Hampshires, 159 Ram- 


‘ bouillets, 144 Dorsets, 78 Oxfords, 71 Cots- 


wolds, 66 Lincolns, 56 Cheviots, 37 Leices- 
ters, and 151 grades and cross-breds. 

Chester Whites top the swine breeds with 
248 entries, followed by Berkshires with 192. 
The entry books show 177 Duroc-Jerseys, 
150 Hampshires, 149 Poland-Chinas, 148 
Yorkshires, 81 Spotted Poland-Chinas, and 
18 Tamworths. 

The draft horse entries include 125 Perch- 
erons, 107 Belgians, 105 Clydesdales, 35 
Shires, 14 Suffolks and 62 draft horses in 
harness. 

But there is more than quality present at 
the show this year. Quantity is here in 
force. Every animal appears to be of un- 
usual class and the excellent staff of judges 
will have their ability taxed to the utmost 
when the time comes to pass judgment.

From a New York Exchange. 


W. A. Hawley & Son’s famous “Red Ap- 
ple Farms” in Wyoming county, New York, 
are becoming quite well known in Aberdeen- 
Angus circles, for from this institution is 
coming some splendid cattle. A friend of 
the Doddies has taken it upon himself to 
supply the foliowing clipping which is be- 
ing reprinted and without proper credit: 

“W. A. Hawley was approached a little 
over a year ago, by a Mr. Gale, of Peter- 
sham, Mass., to take a herd of their cattle 
through the Eastern circuit of fairs; but 
owing to the fact that the gentleman was a 
stranger and the cattle not fitted for show 
the matter was postponed until this fall. 

“On August 7th.a herd of fourteen head 
was selected and shown at the fairs in New 
York, Mass., Vt., and Conn. The interest 
shown by many of the dairymen was great- 
er than we could expect and three of the 
animals shown were sold and several in- 
quiries have been received. 

“Today, November first, 1926, a group of 
eight choice yearling heifers and four cows 
were sold to go to Mr. Scoon and Son of 
Geneva, N. Y. It is the ambition of many 
dairymen, sinve the better beef campaign 
has been put on, to get away from the extra 
work of the dairy and the baby beef route, 
certainly offers the relief. The dairyman 
who keeps a hired man because he has a 
herd of ten or twelve cows, is finding out 
that he can dispense with the man and still 
keep his cows by changing his breed and 
letting his calves do the milking. It is a 
pleasure to see them grow.”

Practical Live Stock Course. 

Young men who have a liking for live 
stock work or wish to emphasize live stock 
in their farming operations should be in- 
terested in the six months course along this 
line which is offered at Iowa State College, 
Ames. The work is given in two terms of 
three months each. The terms open early 
in January and end in late March. A stu- 
dent after completing the first term may 
enroll the next winter or any following win- 
ter for the second term. 

While this course has been offered since 
1918, and is known as the Herdsmen’s 
Course, it has been altered somewhat this 
year so as to make it fit more nearly the 
needs of those who wish live stock feeding, 
managing, judging and suporpting courses 
which will be helpful immediately in live 
stock farming, in raising pure bred live 
stock, or to the student in securing employ- 
ment as a herdsman or in other lines of 
work. 

Under the new plan of the course, the 
student may specialize largely in any par- 
ticular kind of live stock in which he is in- 
terested. For example, he may take spec- 
ial training to handle dairy cattle or beef 
cattle. In addition to the live stock instruc- 
tion, some training is given in crop produc- 
tion, soil management, in writing, adver- 
tising and other subjects. 

Many of the graduates of the Herdsmen’s 
Course who specialize in dairy cattle work 
have been employed as testers in cow test- 
ing associations. The first term of the 
course prepares them well to fill these posi- 
tions. Any who are interested in the Herds- 
men’s Course may secure complete infor- 
mation by writing to the Registrar, Iowa 
State College, Ames.
